prod uction of the crown in g works of his 
frien d Wagn er. 
B air e ut h , Aug. S.—Abbs Liszt has n ot 
been in good health sin ce his visit a few 
mon ths ago to Ixmd on an d Paris, when the 
ovation s th at were con stan tly exten d ed to 
him mad e extraord in ary d eman d s upon bis 
stren gth. 
After bis return to his home in 
W eimar be was con fin ed to his bed for 
some d ays by an apparen t collapse of all 
his physical en ergiea 
Complete rest partly 
restored his health, an d he felt able to jour­ 
n ey to Baireuth to atten d the W agn er per­ 
forman ces. He was taken violen tly ill after 
his arrival. 
His con d ition , however, was

Fran z Liszt was on e of ths greatest pian 
ista the world has ever seen , an d on e of the 
greatest composers.

It is an erro r to regard fans as articles o f 
deco ratio n; at least, the J apaneso them so lve* 
very seldo m use them o s such. There are cx- 
ivptio nal cases, o f co urse, as, where a fan I ms 
o n it an auto graph lino o f certain eminent 
jierso nago s (which is mo st frequently the 
case), o r where so me artist made it wo rthy o f 
esteem fo r a to uch o f his brush. The like in- 
stances wall lie almo st innumerable, and un­ 
der these circumstances a simple uno raa- 
niented fan will make itself an o bject o f much 
regard fo r its o wner, and the intro ductio n o f 
such a fan into an elegant deco ratio n will ele­ 
vate the graceful to ne o f the place. 
Other­ 
wise we w ill never l**ar to see a bundle o f 
mere wind pro ducers let lo o se, picked against 
walls, spread o ver bureaus, bung by po sts, 
and, in sho rt, scattered all o ver an apart­ 
ment as if they were go o ds fo r sale. 
Nay to 
call that “ dainty fan deco ratio nT 
No r do we pretend to appreciate tho se 
co stly fans much admired by the ladies o f 
this co untry. The bro ad frames o f po lished 
ivo ry, o n which are wro ught extravagant 
carvings, and tho shining fringes that ado rn 
their edges, may lie “ grand;’* but, ho nestly, 
they lo o k o nly awkward to o ur eyes. 
When 
summer co mes the bulk and weight o f a fan 
o f this descriptio n necessarily require certain 
amo unt o f muscular exertio n to draw any 
draught; but then it is fo und o ut that the 
heat generated in this exercise w ill generally 
Ik» mo re than can be fanned away by the 
dro wsy (lajw o f this no t easily manageable 
weapo n; ami after all the Ladies an» o bliged 
to relate the histo ry and the skillful wo rk­ 
manship o f this favo rite fan amid fainting 
breath nnd running perspiratio n! 
LANTERNS AND UMBRELLAS. 
No w I hasten to mentio n lanterns and um­ 
brellas. 
Well, lanterns have so me » harm o f 
their o wn. 
Fo r instance, take a jilain glass- 
cased lantern and hang it in the sleejiening 
shades o f a green bo wer o n a summervcvening, 
there yo u will ¡lerceivethc very wpo t where 
jiearly dews lo dge, and in the stream rtf ita 
jmlf rays, yo u will even imagine yo n were in 
presence o f Co o lness herself . Or hang o ut a 
lo t o f pajier lanterns in a gay ro w, « o ver yo ur 
windo wsills and ahing yo ur sto re fro nts. The 
Imrning candles will send o ut fro m every o ne 
o f yo ur ho uses the air o f jo y and hilarity to 
jo in tho ¡» ©vailing f» » stivity o f any o ccasio n. 
But the umbrellas arc very charmless things, 
and I havo no thing to say nl to ut them. 
Any 
way it was beyo nd the genius o f J apanese 
peo ple to bring either lanterns o r » umbrellas 
into a riehly deco rated hail, and to dream the 
harmo ny with the glittering surro undings. 
If it were in J apan I sho uld have go o d reaso n 
to lie o ffended at my being led as a guest into 
a place where lanterns and » umbrellas are 
lying scattered. 
Tin» time and » ircumstauces have let! tho 
J aimneso to acquire that iMM’uIio r taste o f lo v­ 
ing simple things with imaginative co ncep­ 
tio ns; and hence an aversio n to the childish 
lo ve o f mere sho winess anti go rgeo usness. 
Thus, the J a)>auese are to tally disgusted with 
painted picture panels and silk embro idered 
screens, altho ugh they are abo ve o thers, well 
kno wn in the fo reign market as J apanese 
go o ds. They are alto gether to o vulgar fo r 
o ur taste, tho ugh wv manufacture them, and 
we supply the. demands abro ad. 
It is true, 
the sliding do o rs, the mo veable screens, the 
bunging panels, are all favo rite and necessary 
furnitures o f the J apanese» ho useho ld deco ra­ 
tio n, but the po int here is that we would 
rather havo them framed and finished in a 
gentle and tasteful manner than have them 
debased with glaring and 
o stentatio us colors 
or paints, and 
also th at wo would rath er 
have them painted with a serene mountain 
scenery o r a iMietio cuckoo living in a inoon 
th an h ave th em covered with ch eap-looking 
embroidery work. 
Th e same sentiment forbids v.* t»> overload 
our rooms with mere curios. 
For th is reason 
our bronze flower vase, h owever unique and 
rare a th ing it may h appen to be, we ulways 
appreciate it better with fresh rut brandies of 
trees planted in it th an wh en it is kept topside 
down <nia S|K*ciul stand just to satisfy th o 
visitor's curiosity. 
Ft UNITCUn 
and l ands c ap e 
. 
1 condescend to say th at our dwellings gen­ 
erally lack glaring contrast of h ues and of 
abundant fumituring of ch airs, sofas, mir­ 
rors, stands, 
1 tv’., wh ich are so many sources 
of western comfort. 
But it must lie owned 
th at it is not tlie Japanese temper to extort 
wonder and admiration under a glance. 
We 
are satisfied, if we find pleasure in looking 
into our yard, wh ere a h ill rises in jKU'feet 
likeness of serene nature, and a cascade rijs 
ples down a rugged prm pico into a pond bo 
low, enjoyed by n pair or two of h appy » lucks, 
fish ing peacefully a t th o roots of growing 
reeds. 
We 1\h?1 jirmal if tlit* landscapes m d 
birds and flowers upon our doors and senvns 
are vivid enough to transport our guest into 
an unconscious recitation of a lyric. 
Th e 
sh elves, running not uniformly, but artisti­ 
cally; th e carved figures, not grotesque, but 
quaint; th e exposed posts, neith er sh aven nor 
stained, but polish ed until it is sh ining; th e 
nails, insignificant nnd yet ornament h ead ■ i. 
one by out*, ns th ey come into perception, 
will

The first go ld so ld at 
Co kma, it is said, o nly t ro ught $8 an o unce, 
but it afterward ro se to $10, at which figure 
it remained few so me years. 
Hellers and buy­ 
ers did no t fo r a lo ng time reco gnize any dif­ 
ference in tho value o f different dust. 
“ What 
are yo u paying fo r » last to -day P was the 
questio n o ften asked by the miners o f the 
dust buyers. 
Thus, in tho ee times no mo re 
difference was reco gnized in the quality o f 
different go ld dust than is to -» lay reco gnized 
in the quality o f different sand o r sawdust. 
Buyers mixed their dust to gether when they 
sent it to the mint, aiul paid un average pri» o 
fo r it all. 
This was a very go » xl thing fo r tho 
miner who had jssir dust and very unfair to 
tho se who had dust o f tho best quality. 
Afterward it was fo un^f that the » lust as it 
was taken fro m the* earth varied greatly in 
value. 
Ho rae o f it, acco rding to mint re­ 
turns. was wo rth even o s lo w as $U a n o unce, 
and sou» « * was wo rth $20 and mo re. 
This hi 
o n acco unt o f the fact that a greater o r less 
amo unt o f baser metals, silver, co pper, etc., 
is always fo uiul ;ii allo y with go ld in its nat­ 
ural state. 
Go ld dust always differs as muc h 
in appearance as it « lo es in quality. 
Ho mo o f 
it is yello w and bright, and stunt* is dull in 
co lo r—» lark green anti black. 
The bright 
yello w » last is no t always the best in quality, 
as might o rdinarily b<* supptjsetL 
Ho me o f 
the purest go l*l ever mined has been almo st 
black in co lo r. 
Then* is also no unifo rmity 
in tlit; fo rm o f parado s cf go ld dust. 
Ho me 
is line and flo ur-like, so me is co arse and 
smo o thly wo rn, au« i so me is ro ugh 
anfl 
seraggly.—Han Francisco Po st.
